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Israelis inviting 
Sadat to Jerusalem

officially invited Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat to come to Jerusalem, the 
national radio said. 
It said Israe li Prim e M inister 
Menahem Begin handed the invitation of 
the Israeli government to U.S. Ambas­ 
sador Samuel W. Lewis during a recess 
of parliament, the Knesset, where the 
prime minister was to make a formal 
statement on the issue. 
Sadat had said he would come to 
Jerusalem if he received a proper invita­ 
tion. 
The move was unprecedented in the 
history of the Arab-Israeli conflict.

SM chemical plant blast, 
fire prompts evacuation 


Authorities today were sifting the 
ashes of a Santa Maria chemical com­ 
pany for clues to the explosion and fire 
that hurled 55-gallon drums through the 
air and sent clouds of poisonous gas into 
the air over a quarter mile area of the 
city. 
No one was iniured. but the emergency 
forced the evacuation of a four square 
block area near the interesection of 
South Broadway Street and Betteravia 
Road Hundreds of persons were ordered 
from buildings bordering Pentaehem 
Co., at 715 W Century Ave., but they 
were allowed to return two hours later 
when the chemical fumes were blown 
away by gentle breezes. 
The fire was confined to the chemical 
company building, but other nearby in­ 
dustrial buildings were damaged, ac­ 
cording to witnesses Damage to the 
chemical storage plant itself was es- 


Steve Biko went 
'berserk,' says 
African officer 


PRETO RIA, South Africa (U P I) - A 
South African police officer testified to­ 
day that Steve Biko went “ absolutely 
berserk’’ and hit the back of his head 
against a wall in a fight with South 
African police interrogators last month 
Maj. Harold Snyman said at the 
resumed inquest into the black leader s 
death that it took five men to pm him to 
the floor and shackle him with leg irons 
and handcuffs. 
An attorney for Biko’s family said 
Snyman had “ smeared’’ the memory of 
the 30-year-old activist, who died in a 
Pretoria prison cell Sept. 12 of severe 
brain damage five days after the in­ 
terrogation room skirmish 
“ It must have been a terrible blow, 
because at that stage there were five of 
us on him,” Snyman said 
Snyman led the five-man interrogation 
team that questioned Biko in Port 
Elizabeth security police headquarters 
on Sept 6 and 7 
Answering questions from Sydney 
Kentridge, leading the three-man legal 
team representing the Biko family, 
Snyman demonstrated how Biko even­ 
tually was subdued 
"That’s when he must have hit the 
back of his head against the wall," he 
said at one point.

building's walls remained standing this

Roark said he did not know what 
chemicals were stored at the plant. 
City and county firefighting units were 
called to the scene at 7:20 p.m. and 
remained until 11 p.m., when the fire 
was brought under control and the 
danger from fumes had passed. 
Police, demonstrators 
fight as shah arrives 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Police bat­ 
tled and tear-gassed angry young Iranian 
demonstrators near the White House to­ 
day as President Carter, red-eyed from 
the thick fumes, welcomed Shah Moham­ 
med Reza Pahlavi for talks on weapons 
and oil. 
Carter apologized to the Iranian leader 
for “ the temporary air pollution’’ after 
mounted police clashed with an es­ 
timated 5 000 anti-shah demonstrators 
who attacked a large crowd of older shah 
supporters with sticks. 
More than two dozen police and 
demonstrators were injured in the battle 
on the grassy Ellipse behind the White 
Houe, according to U S Park Police 
Maj. Danny Sorah. “ There were broken 
hands and some serious head injuries," 
he said 
The president, the shah and their wives 
remained calm on the White House lawn 
But they wiped away tears caused by the 
stinging gas before moving inside Both 
of the leaders ignored the loud 
demonstration in their opening remarks, 
although Carter later apologized. 
The president called the shah “ a 
longtime friend of our country." The 
shah, turning his back slightly to avoid 
the gas, responded by pointing in a soft 
voice to "the close personal friendship"

Lewis said it would take Hie U.S. Em ­ 
bassy in Tel Aviv only minutes to tran­ 
smit the invitation to the embassy in 
Cairo from where it would be relayed to 
Sadat. 
It quoted Lewis as saying the invita­ 
tion would be on Sadat’s desk “ by this 
evening.” 
Begin declined to reveal the wording of 
the invitation, the first such offer made 
by an Israeli leader since Israel came 
into existence in May 1948. 
The invitation was extended shortly 
after Sadat said in Cairo his proposed 
trip to Israel is "a holy job” and he will 
make it as soon as possible after receiv­ 
ing the official Israeli invitation through 
the United States. He said he would not 
fear for his safety in Israel. 
But Sadat emphasized he would be 
speaking for Egypt only and not for other 
Arabs when he addresses the Israeli 
parliament and the aim of the visit will 
be to explain his views and not to 
negotiate any agreement. 
The Egyptian president told a 14- 
member delegation from the U.S. House 


of Representatives he views the visit as 
part of preparations for a reconvened 
Arab-Israeli peace conference at 
Geneva. 


" I consider the visit a holy job,” Sadat 
said. “ We must do the impossible to 
break the vicious circle in which Arabs 
and Israelis have been moving for 30 
years. This is for the sake of our future 
generations. Hence the holiness of the 
mission If I do not try to break this 
vicious circle, God will bring me to ac­ 
count, and so will future generations.” 


Asked whether he would fear for his 
personal safety in Israel, Sadat snapped 
“ Never.” 


He said “ Whenever the invitation 
arrives I shall be ready to go because we 
should not lose time on procedural 
arrangements (for the Geneva con­ 
ference).” 


Israeli Premier Begin said Monday he 
would send a formal, written invitation 
to Sadat through the American ambas­ 
sadors in Israel and Egypt. 


between the two countries. 
“ Thank you very much for your words 
of welcome.” said the shah, putting on 
his glasses to respond before the two 
leaders entered the executive mansion 
for talks. Sources said he planned to ask 
for more weapons, but the shah himself 
warned Monday he alone could not fulfill 
the president’s request to hold down 
world oil prices 
The shah, who has already bought 
billions of dollars in U.S. weaponry, 
told Carter today both Iran and the 
United States “ obviously have hopes for 
peace, happiness and prosperity.” 
Longtime White House observers 
could not recall — even during the Viet­ 
nam demonstrations — when a welcom­ 
ing ceremony for a visiting head of state 
was marred by such demonstrations and 
police use of tear gas 
Later, during a ceremony in the Grand 
Hallway of the White House. Carter 
apologized to the shah “ for the tem­ 
porary air pollution” from the tear gas. 
The shah Monday referred to his young 
Iranian critics — many of then students 
in this country — as “ Marxists.” And he 
denied that his secret police tortured 
political prisoners in Iran.

Lompoc City Councilman E C. Stevens 
— one of the most popular municipal 
leaders in Lompoc history — yesterday 
disclosed he has decided to run for his 
third term on city council. 
Stevens’ decision comes the day before 
city council is scheduled to announce the 
General Municipal Election next March 
7. 
Besides the amiable councilman, the 
term s of Councilwom an E lin o r 
Lefkowitz and Mayor Charlotte Benton 
also expire in March. 
Both Lefkowitz and Benton today in­ 
dicated they were considering running 
for re-election but neither had made a 
final decision 
" I ’m very much tempted to run 
because of all the things that are happen­ 
ing in the city,” said Benton referring 
specifically to the new Lompoc City Hall 
scheduled to begin construction early 
next year. 
" I enjoy the work,” Lefkowitz stated, 
“ but I have responsibilities in other 
directions.” 
Lefkowitz has served three years on 
council after she was elected in March, 
1975 in a special election to fill the seat 
vacated by the death of her husband, Sol 
Lefkowitz 
Benton is the veteran of city council, 
nearing the end of her third term and 
first term as mayor. 
Stevens said he elected to run again 
largely because of a strong constituent 
response to a re-election campaign. 
“ Based on the questionnaire I sent out 
and what I consider an outstanding 
response,” Stevens said, " I have decided 
that I will run. 
Early last September, the two-term 
councilman, three-term mayor used a 
postcard questionnaire “ to test the 
waters" for a possible re-election cam­ 
paign. 
The three-by-five indie cards asked if, 
as a councilman, the 48-year-old Stevens 
had done a good, average or poor job. 
Next, the queries asked if he should or 
should not run for the seat again. 
About 100 of the samplers were sent to 
a "wide-range” of community leaders 
who Stevens said he has "a great respect 
for their judgment and knowledge of the 
community scene ” 
Stevens said 58 of the questionnaires 
were returned and “ only two suggested 
that I not run.” The remaining 56 all 
said he had done a "good” job and 
strongly encouraged he seek a third 
council term. 
Stevens said his campaign will focus 
on the controlled and "prop erly 
managed” growth of Lompoc 
" I will continue to advocate a serious 
look at the quality of how Lompoc grows 
in the future and I am not a growth or a 
no-growth person. I think each step must 
be individually evaluated. 
"W e are at a unique point in history, 
with Community Development Block 
Grants and public works funds which will 
make it possible for us to provide 
facilities and services of a level never 
before possible because of a lack of fun­ 
ding ” 
He said Lompoc was nearing a pivotal 
point at which it "could become a highly 
business, bedroom community or could 
maintain the present aesthetic and 
agricultural appearance.” 
Further Stevens said he would propose 
the city restrict growth on agricultural 
land to the east and west of Lompoc and 
termed energy costs the "m ajor 
shadow” in Lompoc’s future. 
In capturing his second council term in 
1974, Stevens collected a city-record 
2,941 votes to pass George Cotsen- 
moyer’s former record by more than 300 
votes 
City Clerk Wilma Thomas said the city 
election will enter full swing Dec. 8 when 
candidates can pick up nomination 
papers at City Hall. 
Prospective councilmembers will have 
until noon, Dec. 29 to file papers un­ 
less one of the three incumbents decides 
not to seek re-election In that case, the 
deadline would extend to noon, Jan.3. 


Water report 
results predicted

County Water Agency reports on 
groundwater basin supplies will be 
finalized soon, and it seems likely the 
Board of Supervisors will then “ get a 
feel that State Project water subscrip­ 
tions of purveyors are more or less 
justified,” Charles Lawrance, water 
agency engineer-manager, declared 
Monday. 
Lawrance, meanwhile, acknowledged 
that the newly issued final report of his 
staff on "Adequacy of the Santa Maria 
Groundwater Basin” cited an estimated 
20,000 acre foot per year net overdraft 
figure that was higher than the estimate 
in the Toups engineering study. 
“ This condition is 86 percent due to 
agricultural pumpage and 14 percent due 
to urban pumpage,” the report showed, 
allowing that while the current overdraft 
is significant it is “ not alarming,” in 
view of the substantial amount of 
fresh water in storage above sea level 
This is estimated at about 2 miilion 
acre feet, with a portion of the basin ly­ 
ing in San Luis Obispo County. 
The report to the county supervisors 
was the subject of considerable discus­ 
sion before it was filed for consideration 
of the County Water Advisory Commit­ 


tee and for a county supervisors’ water 
workshop next month. 
Supervisor William Wallace felt the 
new report underlined the fact that if 
supplemental water is needed, it is 
needed for agriculture and “ not urban 
expansion.” 
The report also drew comments from 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund, who zeroed 
in on the relatively high overdraft figure. 
He wanted to know how variable water 
quality could be maintained in such a 
situation. 
Lawrance explained that good quality 
water will continue to be drawn from 
deep levels, saying such good quality ex­ 
ists in the Orcutt basin and in areas 
where the city of Santa Maria is drawing 
water Poor quality water is apt to be 
found in recharged areas downriver, he 
felt, in the western part of the basin, 
toward Guadalupe 
" I ’m sure we won’t see quality water 
deterioration in our lifetime,” com­ 
mented Board Chairm an H arrell 
Fletcher. 
Lawrance emphasized the need in 
coming years for water basin manage­ 
ment, education programs designed to 
save water and protect quality, and 
vigilance in keeping unnecessary water 
use to a minimum 
County water district 
chosen lead agency 


The County Flood Control and Water 
Conservation D istrict w ill be the 
decision-making agency regarding an 
Environmental Impact Report (E IR ) on 
consequences of bringing in State 
Project water into the county 
County supervisors sitting as directors 
of the district were given guidance in 
this respect by the county counsel’s of­ 
fice and approved an agreement by 
which the district will assume lead 
agency status in regard to the report, es­ 
timated to cost upwards of $200,000. 
A week previously, the supervisors had 
gotten into an argument as to whether 
the County Water Agency or the Office of 
Environmental Quality (OEQ) would 


have lead agency status. 
But this has now been resolved with 
the decision to have the Water Agency 
staff headed by Charles Lawrance and 
OEQ work together on the draft on 
behalf of the Flood Control and Water 
Conservation District. 
Supervisor Robert Kallm an is 
chairman of the flood control district 
board, while Supervisor Robert Hedlund 
chairs the County Water Agency board. 
The E IR hopefully would be drawn up 
prior to having a ballot proposal — pos­ 
sibly on the November 1978, ballot — 
placed before the voters. Voters would 
be asked to approve or reject a bond is­ 
sue to help fund the project 
Carter to divide journey 
into two separate trips 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter will divide his planned nine- 
nation journey into two separate trips, 
one beginning in the last week of 
December and another in late spring, his 
national security adviser said today. 


Zbigniew Brzezinski said the new 
travel schedule has been “ reasonably” 
worked out but he gave no clue as to 
which countries Carter will visit in each 
segment. 
There have been reports that the first 
trip, to start just after Christmas, will 
include a visit to France where Carter 
would help French President Valery 
Giscard D’estaing campaign for re- 
election. 
Sources said Carter might discuss his 
travel plans today with the shah of Iran, 
whose two-day Washington visit was 
scarred from the start when thousands of 
Iranian student protesters gathered near 
the White House. Hie president had plan­ 
ned a brief stop in Tehran on his four- 
continent journey previously scheduled 
to begin next week. 
The White House was expected to an­ 
nounce Carter’s new itinerary late this 
week. Diplomatic observers said the 


dates of the first trip were reported to be 
Dec 27 through Jan 8 
Carter postponed the nine-nation, 12- 
day trip scheduled to begin next week, 
saying he could not depart until Congress 
had acted on critical energy legislation 
But some aides also had advised the 
president that the first itinerary was too 
rigorous and too ambitious 
While refusing to identify which 
countries w ill be included in the 
December trip, Brzezinski said a 
previously scheduled spring trip to Ger­ 
many would not necessarily be tied to 
the other travel plans

'handicap ' for Scouts 
is volunteer shortage

There’s nothing in the Boy 
Scout manual that says a young 
oook before an open fire can’t 
be sitting in a wheelchair. 
A slow-minded boy can as 
w e l l s t r iv e to im pr ove 
citizenship, character and 
physical fitness as well as 
another boy of average IQ. 
Physically and mentally han­ 
dicapped boys can enjoy the fun 
and friendship of scouting ac­ 
tivities as much as the non­ 
handicapped 
But tell that to parents— 
who, some say, can become a 
child’s most difficult handicap. 
Alan Kremer, the local Boy 
Scout executive, plans to start a 
Cub pack and a Scout troop for 
exceptional boys 
Some 150 physically and men­ 
tally handicapped youngsters 
attend Special Education clas­ 
ses in Lompoc. 
But Kremer is recruiting 
adult leadership before boy 
members. Without volunteer 
helpers, the troops—especially 
those for the handicapped—can 
“ go down the tube ” And 
Kremer says he refuses to dis­ 


appoint eager kids, once they 
sign up. 
“I’m not going to get these 
kids excited, and then let the 
program fall flat on its face,” 
he said. 
A newspaper article said of 
an 
introductory handicapped 
scout meeting last week: “ Any 
men or women interested and 
willing to assist in working with 
the boys are invited to attend ” 
No one did, besides Kremer 
and two co-planners—a former 
handicapped-den mother and a 
church volunteer. 
Many may think they need a 
d eg ree in psychology or 
physical therapy to work with 
the handicapped. Untrue. 
The form er den m other, 
Shirley Tognetti. said, 
“You need three things to be 
a leader; organization, deter­ 
mination and patience.” 
H elp in g c h ild re n w ith 
physical and mental disabilities 
requires perhaps a bit more of 
these elements, but not great 
skill or saintliness 
The big staggering fact is 
that it doesn't require that,” 
says a scoutmaster quoted in a 
handicapped-scouting 
guide

“The kids are so normal, it’s 
almost funny.” 
Tognetti ran a Cub pack (for 
boys age 8 to 10) in 1966-’67. Her 
son Byron, who has an un­ 
diagnosed degenerative disease 
of the central nervous system, 
was a member. 
Byron also joined the han­ 
dicapped Boy Scout tropp (for 
boys about 11-18) in 1968 Both 
the pack and the troop folded 
after about a year for lack of 
parental support. (Byron, at 20, 
his condition worsened, now 
lives in a state hospital.) 
Two other handicapped boys 
in Tognetti’s pack have also 
since died. But others are suc­ 
cessful young men. 
Jim O’Guin, for example, at­ 
tends Allan Hancock College 
On his 20th birthday recently, 
the slim, dark-haired youth 
recalled with pleasure his Cub 
Scout activities tours of civic 
functions like the Fire Depart­ 
ment. staging and performing a 
skit before the whole Scout 
pack, arts and crafts and fudge- 
making at the den mother's 
home, games like tetherball, 
horseshoes and "Chef’s Hat- 
Boxing ” 
Orville Howells, an assistant 
dean at the college, said his son 
Randy, now 24, has a job and 
shares an apartment with a 
friend in Santa Barbara 
Randy was in the Scout troop, 
and Howells said his son 
enjoyed the camping trips. 
The idea (of a troop for the 
handicapped» is excellent,” he 
said "It did do a lot for the 
boys and certainly has the 
capacity to succeed again.” 
The boys in the troop—all 
mentally handicapped, some 
physically—hiked for miles, 
learned first aid (usually "on 
the receiving en d ’’ of a s­ 
sistance, they learned to help 
others) and planned meals 
together, learning how to work 
with others and make group 
decisions 
In both the Cub pack and the 
Scout troop, the handicapped 
boys did all that the “ normal” 
boys did, only slower. Some 
boys took months longer to ac­ 
complish tasks and projects 
than non-handicapped scouts, 
“but they did it,” Tognetti said 
She told other den mothers to 
explain to their boys they need 
not have pity on the handicap­ 
ped scouts, but should unders­ 
tand they are striving to be ac­ 
cepted as “normal” too. 


In fact, once boys and leaders 
have adjusted to the physical 
and mental limitations of the 
handicapped, “ it all assumes a 
new kind of normality," a scout 
manual states

“giving short shrift” to the 
NYC, Hedlund requested the 
allocation be raised to $200,000, 
a figure some $8,500 higher than 
the youth subcouncil and 
original staff recommendation 
TYiis was approved, with the 
board also agreeing with 
Hedlund to cut revised staff 
recommendations for alloca­ 
tions to the Open Road (out of 
school work experience) from 
$123,969 to$115,946 and Employ­ 
ment Development Department 
(on-the-job training) from 
$91,977 to $83,954 to allow the 
NYC increase 
In addition, the board ap­ 
proved a revised staff recom­ 
mendation for $18,650 in funding 
for Self-Care Foundation of the 
Santa Barbara Branch of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo­ 
ple (NAACP). 
CETA Council had recom­ 
mended $69,004 for this 
program with youth subcouncil 
and staff originally recom­

when they were attacked on 
Bunker Hill by a sm all band of 
whites wielding wooden sticks 
and golf clubs 
Battles and four of the stu­ 
den ts w ere in ju red , none 
seriously 
Mayor Kevin H White rushed 
to M assachusetts General Hos­ 
pital after the incident 
“ I apologize for the city 
What happened today is going 
to be a scar in their memory 


and in ours Everyone remem­ 
bers the flag incident. It says 
the virus is still with the city,” 
White told a news conference 
after he met with the students 


The mayor referred to a June 
1976 attack on a black attorney, 
who was beaten by a group of 
anti-busing whites carrying an 
American flag, as he walked 
a cro ss City Hall P laza 
A 
photograph of the incident was 
transmitted worldwide and won 
a Pulitzer Prize. 


Battles, a teacher at the Pine 
Forge Academ y in V alley 
Forge, Pa., which is run by the 
Seventh-day Adventists, said he 
carried no grudge from the at­ 
tack. 


“ My attitude is there are 
some good individuals in each 
race,” he said 


Battles said he believed he 
captured part of the incident on 
a movie cam era he was using to 
record their visit 


LOS A N G ELES (U PI) - 
Firefighters organized a major 
attack today on a brush fire, 
believed set by an arsonist, 
which blackened more than 600 
acres in Topanga Canyon and 
destroyed six homes 
“ We're organizing now for an 
effort to put it down,” a city 
Fire Department spokesman 
said. "Fresh crews came on 
dutv as of 7 a in 
Moist fog which rolled in 
from the ocean five miles away 
and a lack of wind kept the fire, 
which started Monday, from 
spreading during the night 
“ It is quiet this morning.” the 
spokesman said 
Hundreds of residents, many 
leading their horses to safety, 
evacuated the semi-rural ca­ 
nyon near the Pacific Coast 
west of Los Angeles 
A force of 700 firefighters 
from the city and county of Los 
Angeles and neighboring Ven­ 
tura County battled the blaze, 
aided by seven helicopters, two 
U S Forest Service air tankers 
and six bulldozers 
“ We think the fire was inten­ 
tionally set,” said County Fire 
Department spokesman Ray 
Barlett 
The Sheriff’s Office, which 
had a force of 125 deputies 
patrolling the area, said there 
were no injuries and no reports 
of looting 
The eastern flank of the blaze 
burned along a five-mile front, 
crossing from an unincorporat­ 
ed area of Los Angeles County 
into the Los Angeles city limits 
It was confined mostly to a 
rocky, 
uninhabited area of 
Topanga State Park and headed 
toward the wealthy community 
of Pacific Palisades 
Pacific Palisades itself was 
not yet considered in danger, 
but the flam es were less than a 
mile from the recently built 
Palisades Highlands develop­ 
ment in Santa Ynez Canyon, 
threatening 250 homes and con- 
dominums and about 600 resi­ 
dents, the city fire department 
said 


MOUNTAIN VIEW. Calif 
(UPI) — Space agency scien­ 
tists say the big-bang explosion 
some believe marked the start 
of the universe was orderly and 
sm ooth — not violent and 
chaotic. 
Measurements made recently 
by researchers using a high­ 
flying U-2 jet su ggest the 
cosmos may have started “ with 
a powerful but tightly con­ 
trolled and completely uniform 
e x p a n sio n ,” 
the 
N ational 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration said Monday. 
Using very sensitive equip­ 
ment high above the Earth, the 
scientists m easured energy 
waves that have been pulsating 
through the universe since its 
origin 
They concluded the beginning 
“ was a very smooth, almost 
serene process, with matter 
and energy uniformly distribut­ 
ed and expanding at an equal 
rate in all directions,” a NASA 
statement said 
The findings were made by 
Dr Richard Muller, Dr George 
Smoot and graduate student 
Marc Gorenstein of the Law­ 
rence Berkeley Laboratory and 
the University of California at 
Berkeley 
The researchers also found 
the whole Milky Way galaxy, as 
well as the sun and Earth, “are 
hurtling through space at more 
than one million m iles per 
hour” in the direction of the 
constellation Hvdra 


“ The radiation left from the 
universe-forming event, about 
15 billion years ago, is so un­ 
iform that it provides a univer­ 
sal reference for measuring 
this motion,” Gorenstein said 
Smoot said the researchers 
were also surprised to find that 
“ there is no rotation of the un­ 
iverse.” 
“ Our measurements give a 
picture of an extremely smooth 
process The big bang, the most 
cataclysmic event we can im­ 
agine. on closer inspection ap­ 
pears finely orchestrated,” the 
scientists said “ Either condi­ 
tions before the beginning were 
very regular, or processes we 
don't yet know about worked to 
make the universe extremely 
uniform ” 
According to the big-bang 
theory, the universe began as a 
hot. incredibly dense m ass con­ 
taining all the matter in the un

Carthy to lease space in a 
Capitol Hill building for a lob­ 
bying office and start inter­ 
viewing prospective job appli­ 
cants. 
The legislature thus would 
join an expanding “ on the 


scene” effort by California 
state government entities to in­ 
fluence the expenditure of 
federal money and decisions 
that impact on California 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr 
maintains a 
long-established 
Washington lobbying office. So 
do the state Department of 
Education, University of Cali­ 
fornia, California State Univer­ 
sities and Colleges and more

From tim e to tim e, the 
Legislature supported a small 
Washington operation.

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Concern of growing older 
another mid-life crisis 


By HAZEL NEU 
(Editor’s note: This is the second of 
two articles based on a recent m eeting of 
the Lompoc Mental Health Association.) 


“Getting old scares m e,’’ Santa Bar­ 
bara attorney Raymond L. Sarna admit­ 
ted as he continued his discussion of the 
mid-life identity crisis. 
When children are grown, he said, and 
finally have their own children in school, 
then th ere’s the problem of aging 
parents — no longer the beautiful 
mother, the fam iliar father. 
Then the choice must be made between 
having them live with you, having them 
live next door, or financing the cost of a 
convalescent home as they becom e more 
and more dependent. 
“And,” he said, “we have to deal with 
what importance w e’re going to give to 
ourselves and how we can deal with 
that.” 
Sama thinks the empty nest syndrome 
is trite, though real. 
In Lompoc he sees many ways for peo­ 
ple to fill their hours with the strong 
educational opportunities offered 


Relating his experience as a divorce 
lawyer to those with mid-life crises. 
Sarno said that the time of high stress 
and difficulty in a relationship presumes 


a sexual relationship has meaning either 
with one person or with one person and 
occasional others. 
Those people have a “ lim it risk 
space,” he said and beyond that point 
they won’t go any further. 
“ If they can ’t expand,” he said, 
“com es stress, extram arital affairs are 
then a crisis.” 
Sarno said he was not arguing for the 
nuclear structure of one-on-one but that 
at the time of stress people don’t have to 
close off. 
“ When people stop the sexual ex­ 
perience,” he said, "they start growing 
apart.” 
He spoke of people living out fantasies 
to preserve sexualities and of sexual ex­ 
perimentation together for couples who 
feel they don’t have limits. 
“There isn’t a lim it to who I am or to 
who I have to be and I don’t have to be 
limited in who I am to another person,” 
he explained. 
He also said we now know sexuality 
does not cease at 60 or 65. It extends well 
into the 70s 
“It is important for people to know 
they do not have that limited time 
space.” 
Mid-life, he finds a really interesting 
time. 


Growing older 


Those who haven’t “ m ade” it say, 
“Damn it, I haven’t made it,” and those 
who have, say, “Well, now I’ve made it. 
So what?” 
One, he says, is impotent because he 
didn’t make it and the other is partly im ­ 
potent becuase he made it but, really, 
what is it? 
P eop le 
in 
m id -life 
who h aven ’t 
“ m ade” it have to deal with the fact that 
time is limited. 
He thinks Lompoc environment is 
great because people have space to be 
them selves. 
Actually, 
however, each individual 
always has to end up with himself or 
herself. 


So you can either be really critical of 
yourself, or constructively critical of 
yourself, or just say “That has been me 
and that was the best I could do then but 
that doesn’t mean I have to be lim ited to 
that.”

I now live in Florida where thou­ 
sands of elderly persons count on 
their 
m onthly 
Social S ecu rity 
checks as the main source of their 
income. And it seem s to m e that 
Florida’s state legislators and the 
Public Service C om m ission are 
more interested in protecting the 
salaries of officers and the divi­ 
dends of stockholders of the large 
utility com panies, instead of looking 
after the interests of ordinary tax­ 
payers. But I hope such conditions 
don’t exist for citizens in the other 
49 states. 
Our Public Service Commission 
has granted another rate raise to the 
Florida Power and Light Compnay. 
After comparing my recent electric 
bill with one for the sam e month a 
year ago. I’ve made a quick es­ 
timate that I’ll be paying $10 a 
month more for my electric current. 
If I used 750 kilowats or less 
electricity a month, I could avoid 
the 16 12 percent increase in my 
bill But that would mean I’d have to 
shut off my air conditioner, which is 
pretty much a necessity during the 
summer months in the subtropics 
I’d have to disconnect the dis­ 
hwasher, forego television watching 
except for a few special news shows 
when the President or federal of­ 
ficials tell us the country’s financial 
picture is much brighter I’d have to 
trade in my power-consuming new 
frost-free refrigerator for an old- 
fashioned ice box, if I could find 


someone who’d deliver a cake of ice 
each day. In effect, I have no alter­ 
native except to pay the extra $10 a 
month for these conveniences. 
I anticipate paying about $5 more 
a month for my use of telephone ser­ 
vices. First, there’s the hike in the 
rate for my home phone. It’s more 
than normal for other parts of the 
country, although it does give me 
unlimited phone calls within a sm all 
zone 
Many of the elderly do not 
make too many calls, and have no 
need for unlimited phoning service. 
They could do with a cheaper 
monthly rate. 
I make several calls a month into 
a nearby zone, som etim es less than 
10 m iles away. This is a toll call, and 
the fee for these calls has been 
raised 25 cents for three minutes. 
Since I make 15 such local toll calls 
each month, that would add another 
$3.75 to my operating budget. And I 
usually make 10 calls a month from 
phone booths, and the hike for these 
calls has jumped from 10 cents to 25 
cen ts, boosting m y phone costs 
another $1 50 
Over all property assessm ents in 
Broward County will be increased 
17 6 per cent It’s too early for me to 
feel the impact of this squeeze. It 
may not push my personal local 
taxes much 
But it probably will 
raise the m onthly m aintenance 
charges from my condom inium 
management office. It surely will 
raise the taxes of local merchants 
and service people, and these extra 


costs will be passed along to us — 
the consumers. I make a roundhouse 
guess this might cost me another $5 
a month. 
There’s a pattern in Florida for 
annual increases for auto insurance, 
and I’m sure I can anticipate a boost 
in my annual premium which will 
com e to about $10 a month. As a pos­ 
sible way to prepare us for the day 
of 
th e 
$ l-a -g a l!o n 
g a s o lin e , 
neighborhood service stations have 
jacked up the price by 5 cents a 
gallon at the gas pumps, which costs 
me $4 a month extra. 
Although I have heard there’ll be a 
b u m p er c o ffe e crop in L atin 
A m erican co u n tries, I h aven ’t 
noticed any drop in the retail price 
for a pound of coffee. In fact, prices 
generally seem to be higher for 
other item s on the supermarket 
shelves and in the drugstores. 
Oh, yes, in July my wife and I had 
a cost-of-living increase show up on 
our Social Security checks. Since we 
both had been longtime maximum 
contributors to the Social Security 
Fund, we probably were luckier 
than many others and our new added 
benefits cam e to $28.20. 
O fficially, this largesse is sup­ 
posed to keep us senior citizens even 
with the country’s rate of inflation. 
But in adding up these figures, some 
of these m onthly expenses will 
require more than this annual cost- 
of-living parity addition to our 
Social Security checks to keep us 
from sinking deeper into a financial 
swamp

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Sen. S I. Hayakawa, R-Calif., 
has changed his m ind and 
decided to vote in favor of the 
Panama Canal treaties. 
Hayakawa said in a state­ 
ment Monday night that he 
earlier took the position he was 
“60-40 in favor of the treaties." 
But, he said, “after serious 
thought and careful study, I 
have concluded that, if I were 
called upon to vote on the

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Foul claimed in N.C. murder trial 


DURH A M , 
N .C . 
—( 
NEA)— The way William 
Junior Spence told it he was 
walking home from work 
last January 12, and by 
chance stumbled on the dead 
body of his girlfriend, Jennie 
Fay Davis. She had been 
brutally murdered. Spence 
said he found her naked, 
beaten, strangled and sexu­ 
ally abused. 
The police, however, had 
another version of the inci­ 
dent. During an interroga­ 
tion of Spence, Durham de­ 
tectives suggested he did not 
find the dead girl by acci­ 
dent. I^ater, Spence admit­ 
ted he killed her, then signed 
a confession. In August Wil­ 
liam Junior Spence was sen­ 
tenced to serve 20 years in 
prison for manslaughter. 
On the surface of it, the 
case reads like scores of 
others that occur in this 
state 
annually, 
and 
like 
thousands of others that take 
place throughout America. 
But the arrest, trial and 
co n v ictio n 
of 
W illiam 
Spence was anything but 
typical; some observers say 
it was an incomprehensible 
miscarriage of justice. 
What makes the Spence 
case different is that Spence 
is mentally retarded. He has 


suffered from an organic 
brain disease most of his 
life. According to court-or­ 
dered tests, Spence has an 
intelligence quotient of 48 
(normal is more than 90); he 
is thus a 21-year-old man 
with the mind of a six to 
eight-year-old child. 
Police suspected Spence 
was retarded when they ar­ 
rested him. Durham officer 
Timothy Batchelor says that 
when 
he 
first 
informed 
Spence of his rights under 
arrest, “he didn’t seem to 
understand.” Batchelor then 
read the rights a second and 
a third time. Still, the cop 
was never certain that the 
suspect knew what was hap­ 
pening. 
Despite the uncertainties 
as to Spence’s condition, the 
police treated him as if he 
were fully competent. They 
had him sign a waiver of his 
right to remain silent, and 
his right to obtain immedi­ 
ate counsel, and they set 
about to wring a confession 
out of him. Three officers 
worked four hours on the 
project. 
The grilling took place in a 
5-by-12-foot room. It began 
at 10:30 p.m. Spence had no 
rest, nor food, nor even 
water. His mother came to 


the station house but was not 
allowed to see him. At 3:00 
a.m. an officer gave Spence 
a four page handwritten con­ 
fession, and Spence, with his 
second grade intelligence, 
signed it. 
On arraignm ent Spence 
was given a court appointed 
lawyer. And initially, attor­ 
ney Richard Watson was

As for the 
confession itself, Watson did 
Pet programs 
state hospital 
benefit 
patients 


LIMA, Ohio (UPI) — One day 
a wounded sparrow stumbled 
into the turn-of-the-century 
fortress of Lima State Hospital 
for the Criminally Insane, and 
founded a new therapy pro­ 
gram. 
Patients in one ward adopted 
the sick bird. They sneaked it 
into a closet when attendants 
decreed it had to go. Social 
worker Dave Lee joined the 
conspiracy. 
Lee noticed that men who had 
been bored and despondent 
were now busy catching insects 
and tending to the sparrow. The 
patients worked together, and 
began talking to him, a fellow- 
conspirator, openly. 
That was the start of the pet 
program three years ago. 
Today, 130 canaries, cock- 
ateels. macaws, hamsters, ger- 
bils, fish and rabbits are 
teaching the hospital’s 400 
patients about responsibility, 
affection and interaction. 
"It’s worked out just great,” 
said Lee. He sees the hospital 
as an especially important 
model. He said it is among the 
few institutions of any kind to 
use pets this way. 
“We have all the rapists from 
what used to be death row here, 
the baddest actors in the state. 
See, if it works here, it’s got to 
work other places.” 


Bitter litter 


Colorado's Wildlife Commis­ 
sioner is charged with being a 
litterbug, and it could mean six 
months in jail and a $500 fine if 
he’s found guilty.

Few problems have occurred 
“ Not one animal has ever 
been hurt,” Lee said. “At first 
we were more worried about 
the animals than the patients 
because it would only take one 
episode of abuse, and we’d be 
out.” 
He said larger animals, cats 
and dogs, have been ruled out 
because of the number of sex 
offenders at Lima and the risk 
of bestiality. 
One open or privileged ward 
is also kept pet-free for allergic 
patients. 
Some inm ates are psy­ 
chopaths. Many have a history 
of animal abuse But they have 
become intensely protective of 
the pets 
"We had a guy blow up a 
while back,” Lee said, “really 
blow up. He overpowered two 
attendants, ripped a phone out 
of the wall He turned over a 
pool table The other patients 
all gathered around the ward 
aquarium and the ward bird 
cage. When they finally stopped 
the guy, only two things were 
left in the ward. The aquarium 
and the bird cage.” 
One pet has been killed, Lee 
said 
A patient scheduled to 
return to prison after treatment 
was told he could not take his 
parakeet. He packed it. and the 
bird suffocated 
Usually, pets are turned over 
to a buddy or a relative when 
patients leave the hospital “ If 
a guy loses it and has to go to a 
strong ward, a buddy will watch 
his pet ‘til he comes back,” Lee 
said. 
He said Columbus State and 
Tiffin State Hospitals have 
begun easing their no pet rules 
because of the protest of Lima 
transfers 
Lee said only once has he had 
to take away a bird from an in­ 


mate who did not clean its cage 
enough He said a lot of jealous­ 
ly about the pets has developed 
among Lima’s 25 women in­ 
mates. all murderers 
To qualify for a pet, each 
patient must prove himself or 
herself through work in the 
prison greenhouse or ward gar­ 
dens or with w ard-ow ned 
animals Inmates start out with 
one state-provided pet. but may 
buy others later 
Tom Holloway builds cages 
and sells them to a local pet 
store for canaries One delicate 
lemon creature is sitting on an 
egg in his room. The patient 
across the hall is trying to 
breed cockateels, the most pop­ 
ular bird in the program He 
lost two babies a week ago and 
still feels bad Jerry Vaugh has 
read every book written by the 
Birdman of Alcatraz 
He is 
Lima's unofficial vet 
Patients have been so suc­ 
cessful breeding their pets, 
they’ve set up a barter system 
with Lima’s two pet stores 
“ We sold every rabbit sold in 
Lima this Easter," Lee said. 
“The stores can get gerbils and 
hamsters from us cheaper 
The pet program costs the 
state only $600 a year 


gation room if he could have 
understood his rights as a 
murder suspect. 
During the trial both de­ 
fense and prosecution testi- 
momny agreed that Spence 
did not fully understand 
what was going on during 
the 
police 
interrogation. 
Given the stress factor, a 
state psychologist said that 
Spence’s I.Q at the time of 
the confession was so low 
that it probably couldn’t 
have dropped any more. 
Using opinions presented 
by medical experts, Watson 
told the court that his client 
sig n ed 
the 
c o n fe ssio n 
merely because he “ wanted 
to please the police.” He 


said Spence had a fantasy of 
becoming a policeman him­ 
self, and “would have done 
anything that night just to 
make the police happy, to 
make them like him .” 
Meanwhile the prosecu­ 
tion argued that Spence was 
not so retarded that he didn’t 
know right from wrong. It 
was pointed out, for exam­ 
ple, that Spence was intelli­ 
gent enough to get a North 
Carolina driver’s license; 
the prosecution did not add 
that Spence obtained that 
license by cheating on the 
license examination. 
In the end the court ruled 
for the prosecution. The de­ 
cision 
was 
rendered 
by 
Judge Jam es Pou Baily, an 
often controversial magis­ 
trate who has reportedly 
conducted some trials with a 
revolver on his bench. He 
found that William Spence 
was competent to stand tri­ 
al, thus competent to have 
understood his confession. 
Today Spence is serving 
his sentence in this state’s 
archaic penitentiary. Attor­ 
ney Watson says he is re­ 
garded as a model prisoner, 
and is happy for the first 
time in his life to have 
regular 
m eals 
and 
hot 
showers. Says his mother, 
glumly: “I don’t know yet if 
he really understands what 
they did to him .” 
An appeal 
is pending. 
Richard Watson suggests 
the outcome will not only 
a ffe c t 
W illiam 
Ju n io r 
Spence, but every retarded 
American. 
The 
attorney 
says justice is not served 
when men are imprisoned 
only because they are easy 
to nab. He insists his client 
has not yet been proven 
guilty of anything except 
misfortune. 


Ex-chaplain critical of 
Army's promotion system 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - A 
form er Army chaplain and 
Vietnam veteran says hundreds 
of his colleagues are becoming 
victims of the “up or out” 
promotion system despite a 
critical shortage of ministers in 
the Armed Forces. 
Under the military review 
systems, officers who are pas­ 
sed over twice for promotion 
are discharged within 90 days. 
This also applies to chaplains. 
“The up and out system has 
become more sacred than the 
spirital needs of the popula­ 
tion,” says the Rev. Joseph 
T u rn er, an Army Rom an 
Catholic chaplain for 12 years 
before his discharge. 
Nonetheless, he said in an in­ 
terview, the military is con­ 
stantly appealing for minis­ 
ters, rabbis and priests to fill 
shortages in the 1,465 positions 
open to chaplains 
Of 420 
Catholic priests required, there 
are only 250 serving, while 
there are 24 rabbis against the 
30 authorized. 
Since 1973, the Rev Turner 
said, the m ilitary has dis­ 
charged 115 chaplains, some of 
them only months before they 
became eligible for retirement 
benefits 
In a letter to a group founded 
by the Rev. Turner to study the 
promotion and dism issal of 
chaplains. Maj. Gen. Orris Kel­ 
ly. the Army chief of chaplains, 
said: 
“ If chaplains were to be 
retained on active duty after 
failure to be selected for 
promotion, the Chaplain Man­ 
agem ent System would be 


adversely affected; chaplain 
leadership would steadily age; 
new chaplain input would have 
to be reduced, and grade im­ 
balances would occur. 
“The net result would be a 
Chaplaincy less able to serve 
the Army in time of war.” 
Similar replies have been 
received by senators to whom 
the Rev. Turner went for help 
The lean, balding priest, who 
turned in his uniform last 
March, formed the Chaplains’ 
Promotion Research Commit­ 
tee in nearby Havertown. Pa., 


Treasure-laden 
grave may be 
of famed father 


SALONICA. Greece (UPI) - 
Archaeologists say a treasure­ 
laden grave uncovered earlier 
this month may be the burial 
site of Philip of Macedonia, the 
father of Alexander the Great. 


A team of archaeologists led 
by Professor Manolis An- 
dronikos of the University of 
Salonica found the tomb under 
20,000 tons of dirt in the village 
of Vergina, about 40 miles west 
of Salonica 


“The only thing I can say is 
that the finds of Vergina are of 
utmost archaeological value,” 
A ndronikos said M onday. 
" This is not a personal m at­ 
ter, but a national one." 


He said the university will 
make an official announcement 
of the find in the next few days 


to fight the military system. It

The Rev Turner’s question to 
the Army is: “On what else 
should a chaplain be judged if 
n o t th e q u a l i t y of his 
ministry?”

means the difference between first or 
fourth down, between being in or out of 
bounds, or between being in or out of 
the end zone Football is also a game of 
seconds The time it takes one player to 
close a hole is the time it takes another 
to get through it 


When opposing teams face the Allan 
Hancock College Bulldogs and fail to get 
that first down, get into the end zone, 
open a hole, get around a comer, the 
most likely reason is noseguard Richard 
Aguilar. 
Aguilar is a player of inches, a player 
of seconds He doesn’t waste movement 


or time when the ball goes into play 
as coaches who have played Hancock 
this year will verify Directing the of­ 
fense towards Aguilar is like trying to 
sail a battleship through a mud puddle — 
you won’t get very far 
Aguilar seems 
always to be around the ball. 
“Aguilar is one of those guys you hear 


about that has a nose for the ball,’’ says 
assistant coach Frank Maltagliati 
For 
his size <5-11. 205 pounds) he has great 
strength, tremendous quickness off the 
ball and amazing lateral movement 
One on one he is tough to handle; I sure 
wouldn’t want to block him 
It is these qualities that have made 
Aguilar an outstanding noseguard in 
junior college football and which may 
earn him an All-State selection at the 
conclusion of the season 
Through Hancock’s first eight games 
Aguilar has rolled up some impressive 
statistics, the type of statistics that br­ 
ing many laurels to an athlete. Aguilar 
has been in on 116 tackles, 75 of those un­ 
assisted. an average of 14 5 per game 
He also has 12 quarterback sacks and he 
has blocked one field goal and two punts, 
the only player on his team to do either 
In addition to all that defensive work, 
Aguilar has established himself as 
perhaps the state's No. 1 JC punter 
With 49 punts, the most of the state's top 
seven punters who are all averaging 40 
or better. Aguilar is averaging 41.8 yards 
to rank third The best punting average, 
at 42 8 yards, just one yard better, comes 
from a player who has punted 14 fewer 
times than Aguilar. 


LOMPOC FOOTBALL fans know the exploits of Richard Aguilar ‘Aggie’ was voted 
the MVP of Lompoc High two years in a row and was selected to the All-CIF team 
last year as a noseguard This year, playing for Hancock Aguilar (74) is up for All- 
State honors at the same position Aguilar is ranked third in the state in punting with 
a 41 8 yard average. 


Aguilar hit a new school record 68 
yarder on his second punt of the year and 
eclipsed that against Santa Barbara City 
College last week with a booming 70- 
yarder, a punt that would have traveled 
77 yards into the end zone had it not been 
downed at the 7-vard line. And his 
excellent hang-time has kept returners 
at bay all year 
Aguilar's best game of the season 
came against Cuesta College when he 
sacked the quarterback five times, was 
in on 17 tackles, forced a fumble, blocked 
a punt and punted six times for a 46-yard 
average. 
For his effort Aguilar was 
named Bulldog of the Week, an honor 
he’s earned twice this year 
It is with performances and sta‘istics 
like these that has raised the brows of 


many JC observers and has raised the 
possibility of an All-State selection for 
Aguilar in his freshman year. 
Says assistant coach Wayne King, 
"Aguilar is the best I’ve seen at his posi­ 
tion in JC football.” 
And King should 
know since he’s been around the gridiron 
scene for eight years 
Maltagliati had coached Aguilar at 
Lompoc High School for four years and 
when he ended his eight-year coaching 
stint there to accept his present job with 
Hancock Aguilar joined him here 
“Aguilar is the kind of guy you don’t 
want to coach too m uch,” says 
Maltagliati 
“For the most part Aguilar 
is left on his own 
He is a self-made 
player that only needs his mistakes iden­ 
tified for him so he can make the proper 
adjustments and continue to develop 
from there.” 
You wouldn't want to ask Aguilar 
about his ability, though Aguilar is one 
of those home-grown boys. He’s a born- 
and-raised-in-Lompoc country type that 
would rather talk about cherry pie than 
himself 
"I didn’t think I was good 
enough to play when I started football,” 
recalls “Ag.” as he is affectionately 
referred to by his teammates. "It didn’t 
dawn on me that I could be a starter for 
the team " 
“The team’’ was the Lompoc Braves. 
Under head coach Mike Warren, who 
filtered many of Aguilar’s mistakes out, 
Aguilar was a starter. In his junior and 
senior years Aguilar was awarded All- 
Northern League honors twice and in his 
senior year Aguilar was chosen as the 
team's MVP 
All he had done that year 
was to average 20 tackles a game at 
noseguard, a natural position he started 
at and has never left, and to average 40 
yards a punt 
Aguilar’s self-developed, soccer-style 
kicking also put him down in school 
history as the all-time leading punter, in­ 
cluding the longest punt in school 
history, a 60-yarder. Aguilar, needless to 
say, led the league in punting both years 
He will probably match all these feats 


during his two years at Hancock. He has 
already established the 70-yard mark, 
leads the conference in punting and is 
averaging more yards per punt than any 
other punter in school history. 
Besides physical ability Aguilar has 
another thing going for him. He has an 
assimulative mind “All my experiences 
and coaching on and off the field stay 
together in my mind and I’m able to put 
them together and learn many different 
things that I apply when I’m playing. 
This is just as important to improvement 
as a player as increasing your physical 
capabilities.” comments Aguilar. 
Durability is yet another asset that 
separates Aguilar from others He has 
never missed a game. Not one in high 
school or college. 
After completing his two-year stay at 
Hancock Aguilar has a promising road 
ahead 
Before he came to Hancock he 
was contacted by UCLA and the Univer­ 
sity of Arizona among others 
Instead, 
with the advice of Maltagliati, Aguilar 
cam e to H ancock. 
E xp lain ed 
Maltagliati, “Junior College football 
give Ag a chance to see if he can continue 
to compete as the players he faces get 
larger. Already he had made the first 
step in the JC system and soon he will be 
ready for the next step, a four-year 
school where the players are still 
larger.” 
Already highly sought after, Aguilar 
will have no trouble finding a good four- 
year school where he hopes he can make 
the final improvements to qualify him as 
a pro football player, his ultimate goal 
“I know I must get bigger as well as con­ 
tinue to improve my ability to make it as 
a pro,” confesses Aguilar, “but if I can’t 
make it as a noseguard I can still make it 
as a punter. 
I will specialize at 
whichever position gives me the best op­ 
portunity to play pro ball.” 
But for now, at the expense of opposing 
teams, Aguilar is playing both positions 
for the Allan Hancock College Bulldogs 
and his name will not be easily forgotten 
by the teams that play against him

Just ask 
Why it's called 
a 'fly' pattern

The tipoff: 


What really has the NFL moguls upset about the derrick- 
ing of A1 Davis of Oakland from the league’s competition 
committee — a blatant act of vindictiveness by the commis­ 
sioner — is the appointment of Cleveland general manager 
Peter Hadhazy as one of the two men to replace Raider Al. 
It’s a bald move by Pete Rozelle to wield influence on the 
committee since Hadhazy started his pro football career cut­ 
ting clippings as a student intern in the commissioner’s of­ 
fice and has inadequate credentials to be on the N FL’s most 
influential committee. 


Q. When the television announcers in football talk about a 
fly pattern, what do they mean? — F.G., Cincinnati, 0. 
A. 
It’s one of the descriptive phrases used for a wide 
receiver taking straight off down the field in a mad sprint for 
the end zone, with a minimum of faking. In other words, he 
just “ flies” — the same type of pass route has also been 
known as the “ long bomb” or simply, a “ takeoff ” 


Q During the recent National League playoffs, it was said 
that Phillies pitcher Steve Carlton had 22 pickoffs this past 
season. TTiat seems to be quite a number. Is that close to a 
major league record? — Joe Flem, Redlands, Calif. 
A There are no official records kept of pickoffs. My man 
at the Elias Sports Bureau, leading statistician in the world 
of fun and gam es, tells me that pitcher Jerry Garvin of 
Toronto was at least as effective as Carlton in nabbing run­ 
ners off base this year. 


Q They say you have to be a good pitcher to lose 20 games 
If you get that many starts, you must be good How many 
pitchers have lost 20 games and come back to win 20 the next 
season? I can think of one offhand — Randy Jones of San 
Diego. — George Leveque, Rose burg, Ore. 
A 
There have been several others. Quick research 
dredged up Paul Derringer of the Cincinnati Reds a genera­ 
tion ago. Also Ted Lyons of the Chicago White Sox. Even the 
great Walter Johnson, who lost 20 in 1916 and won 23 in 1917. 
Of course, Walter also won 25 games in that ’16 season. And 
more recently Wilbur Wood went 24-20 in ’73, 20-19 a year 
later and 16-20 in ’75. Quite a few pitchers have also gone 
from 20-game winning seasons to 20-game losing seasons — 
among them Bobo Newsom, Murry Dickson, Steve Carlton 
and, this year, Jerry Koosman of the Mets. 


Q 
Who do you think will win the Heisman Trophy this 
year as the top college player in the nation? — V.C., Austin. 
Texas. 
A The politics of the award being what they are, the front- 
runner would appear to be fullback Earl Campbell of top- 
ranked Texas. And he’s a worthy nominee, too. I would think 
quarterback Guy Benjamin of Stanford rates consideration 
It also would be nice to see a lineman — Ross Browner, the 
Notre Dame defensive end — get support. It’s not true, 
however, that only players on winning team s have won the 
award. The year Paul Homung was named top collegian, 
Notre Dame won only two gam es 


Q 
Do you know why so many baseball bats are broken 
when the batter hits the ball? Don’t they pay any attention to 
holding the trademark up? Or is the quality of the bats 
poorer? — John Blake, Taunton Lakes, N.J. 
A 
You can charge it to the changed configuration 
Players, seeking a whip-like lash, have had their bats 
tailored to narrow handles.

Sadler's dream of boxing 
foundation may be realized

HAYWARD, Calif. (UPI) - 
Although he’s 73 years old and 
has had two recent heart at­ 
tacks, Dick Sadler says his 
life’s work won’t be complete 
until the World Boxing Founda­ 
tion is established as a national 
entity. 
In it’s simplest form, the 
foundation would prepare fight­ 
ers for a productive career in 
society after their boxing days 
"How many times have you 
read of a former boxing great 
who winds up impoverished, do­ 
ing menial work or on welfare 
ro lls?’ ’ said the man who 
guided George Forem an to 
world heavyweight champion­ 
ship “ It’s still happening 
“ What the foundation would 
do is prepare the fighters for a 
second career. We would train 
them for the sport, but, at the 
same time, train them for life 
You could call it on-the-job 
vocational training. 
“ You have to remember that 
most fighters come from the 


lowest levels of our society. 
They feel it’s the fastest way 
up. But, quite often, they don’t 
realize it’s also a day-to-day 
survival proposition, filled with 
frustration, rejection and lost 
pride and dignity." 


Sadler, who is not as active as 
he was when he had a stable of 
world ranked fighters, said he 
will agree to handle an aspiring 
youngster, but only if he will 
abide by the tenets of the foun­ 
dation. 


"W e lay it on the line,” 
Sadler explained “ If a young­ 
ster com es in and wants to be a 
boxer, we tell him the founda­ 
tion can help in achieving his 
goal. But. at the sam e time, we 
also tell him we want him to 
learn skills he can use after his 
boxing career is over We want 
him to be totally trained for 
something other than boxing 
because, when you come down 
to the bottom line, there’s a 
heck of a lot more to life, es­ 


pecially after boxing. 
“ From Day 1 ,1 want them to 
start to learn other things 
besides fighting. They can live 
off one and bank the other. No 
fighter here can live off boxing 
alone.” 
The foundation, which bears 
as its motto. “ A Reverence for 
Life” and has achieved federal 
and C alifornia tax exem pt 
status, wants to make sure an 
ex-fighter takes a proper sta­ 
tion in society. 


“ When a former fighter is 
down — and, by that, I mean 
penniless — it is the citizens 
who have to supp ort him 
through welfare payments.

Once he has the program 
properly established, Sadler 
wants to start working toward a 
retirement plan for boxers. 
After that, he plans to start 
working on a retirement center 
for former boxers. 
“ The odds are in my favor, 
but people in boxing have to be 
equally concerned,” he ex­ 
plained. “ This dream is no 
problem . It’s a m atter of 
educating the people. There 
must be enough people con­ 
cerned in and out of boxing to 
help this program 


“ My biggest achievement is 
when I help somebody. My 
greatest satisfaction will be 
when we set up a training 
program that has functioned 
and expanded throughout the 
land. 
“ As you can see, my life’s 
work isn’t done yet. I’ve got too 
much to do, too much to ac­ 
complish.”

DEAR POLLY - There are many procedures for ridding 
one’s home of pests, I suppose, but our favorite harmless 
and totally effective way to evict mice is to sprinkle 
peppermint or spearmint extract in their hide-a-ways.

Controlling newsstands — trouble 


Growing pains other than 
population and pollution are 
beginning to affect Lompoc as 
evidenced by the rising con­ 
cern over so called “ por­ 
nographic newsstands.” 


The battle over newsstands 
on city s t r e e t s and the 
material carried within them 
has been raging before city 
councils and boards of super­ 
visors for several years now, 
and especially in the Los 
Angeles area. City attorneys 
and civil libertarians are so 
ably 
r e p r e s e n t i n g th e ir 
respective 
constituencies, 
nothing much seems to be 
decided or accomplished. Now 
the issue has come to Lompoc, 
and we would hope a lot of 
very judicious thought is ap­ 


plied to the problem, such as it 
exists in our fair city. 


Inherent in the situation is 
the freedom of the press on the 
one hand and the right of a 
citizenry, using its city 
streets, to not be confronted 
by material it might consider 
pornographic in nature, on the 
other. 
Also inherent in the problem 
encountered in dealing with 
newsrack control is that once 
laws are passed to control 
what someone might consider 
obscene today, those same 
laws can as easily be applied 
to a more bona fide newspaper 
tomorrow. 


Newsrack control is an ex­ 
tremely thorny subject, and 
one we are somewhat sur­ 


prised to see coming up in 
Lompoc, considering the 
relative dearth of the pesky 
critters, and in light of the fact 
that the local citizens seem to 
be dealing quite adequately 
with those newsracks which 
have appeared in town. 
We would urge the govern­ 
ment entity charged with such 
matters to take a slow ap­ 
proach to dealing publicly with 
newsracks and their owners. 
Constitutionality can be a 
quagmire for those venturing 
front without some precedent, 
and as matters stand now, 
there has not been one suc­ 
c e s sf u l, 
constitutional 
newsrack ordinance passed 
anywhere in the United States. 
Additionally, we don’t think 
there ever will be.

Schlesinger faces growing revolt 


WASHINGTON — A growing number 
of voices on Capitol Hill are calling for 
the resignation of Energy Secretary 
James Schlesinger 
Members of the “dump Schlesinger” 
movement feel the pipe-smoking energy 
czar’s policies, compounded by his per­ 
sonal “ arrogance,” 
are alienating many 
congressmen and are 
hurting the White 
H ouse on c ru c ia l 
energy votes 
The 
failure to pass strong 
energy 
legislation, 
t hey f e a r , could 
d a m a g e 
t he 
Democrats in the 1978 
e l e c t i o n s 
with 
ominous portents for 
1980 
The 
House 
leadership has had no part in the 
rebellion against Schlesinger, but it is 
being orchestrated by some powerful 
subcommittee chairmen on both sides of 
Capitol Hill. A number of complaints 
have been sent to the White House, but 
they have been referred to Schlesinger's 
office. 
In an attempt to fire a salvo over 
Schlesinger s head. Rep. Richard Ot- 
tinger, D-N Y , dispatched a private 
“ Dear Stu” letter to White House 
domestic chief Stuart Eisenstat Without 
explicitly naming Schlesinger, Ottinger 
charged that his department has been 
packed with Republican holdovers and 
pro-industry sympathizers 
“ The i m p l e m e n t a t i o n of the 
President's policies is being left largely 
in the hands of persons whose past ex­ 
perience and personal commitment is to 
... previous administrations,’’ Ottinger 
wrote Their outlook is “diametrically 
opposed to the policies and programs of 
this administration.” 
Schlesinger’s appointm ents raise 
“ very serious q u estio n s” as to 
“presidential control of the department" 
and “ the President’s own commitment” 
to his energy policies, Ottinger declared 
The pedantic, aloof energy secretary 
has created “adversary relationships 
with the administration’s natural con­ 
stituency in Congress.” Carter should 
weigh this problem carefully, the con­ 
gressman added, because “only the 


President can decide this issue.” 
The letter blasted 24 Schlesinger ap­ 
pointees. including: 
— Personnel chief William Hef- 
felfinger, “a hatchet man for the Nixon 
administration ' who “ worked to 
politicize the federal bureaucracy all the 
way down to the GS-12 level.” 
— Consultant Thomas Reed, a “major 
policy architect of the Nix-Ford ad­ 
ministration" and a Ronald Reagan sup­ 
porter who was slated for a high post 
before the growing criticism of his 
background 
— Acting general counsel Eric Fygi, 
whom we discovered had destroyed 
documents sought by Congress while he 
was at the old Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration 
— Undersecretary Dale Myers, who 
worked for Rockwell International and 
was an energy official under Nixon and 
Ford 
The Ottinger letter also named some 
GOP officials who were essentially non­ 
political But it neglected to mention 
Lynn Coleman, who represented oil and 
gas companies as an attorney for John 
Connally’s law firm 
Even Rep. John Dingell. D-Mich., who 
has supported Schlesinger, complained 
to him in a private letter that a 
“disproportionate number” of his ap­ 
pointees were trained at the old Atomic 
Energy Commission, Energy Research 
and Development Administration or 
Defense Department. Despite the con­ 
gressional griping, however, it is unlike­ 
ly that President Carter will abandon his 
hand-picked energy czar 
Footnote. An Energy Department 
spokesman said there is no evidence of 
“a real movement” against Schlesinger. 
Eisenstat's office declined comment 
FALSE ADVERTISING - We recent­ 
ly reported that the militant Citizens 
Committee for the Right to Keep and 
Bear Arms sent out fund-raising letters 
in the names of congressmen who never 
authorized it The group’s director, Alan 
Gottlieb, angrily blamed an “error by 
the mailing house ” 
The mailing house used by the gun lob­ 
by is owned by Richard Viguene, a fund­ 
raising genius for conservative causes. 
We have now learned that Viguerie’s 
firm also has used congressmen's names 
without their permission to raise money 


for an anti-union lobby called Americans 
Against Union Control of Government. 
Across the country, people have been 
receiving anti-union letters with the 
name of their congressman on the 
envelope. 
But angry constituents are now mail­ 
ing the letters to their congressmen and 
demanding an explanation. An outraged 
Rep Bob Walker, R-Pa., fumed that the 
letters are "designed to mislead the 
recipient into believing that I am sanc­ 
tioning and sponsoring this effort.” 
Rep John Seiberling, D-Ohio, called 
the letters "ill-conceived and grossly un­ 
ethical.” Even crusty Sen. Strom Thur­ 
mond, R-S.C., who originally lent his 
name to the anti-union effort, has asked 
that it be withdrawn. 
The furor on Capitol Hill has caused an 
unlikely alliance between House Speaker 
Thomas "Tip” O’Neill and Republican 
Leader John Rhodes. They have each 
fired off letters to Attorney General 
Griffin Bell to determine what legal ac­ 
tion Congress can take against the bogus 
letters. 
A spokesman for Viguerie told our 
reporter Warren Fiske that the letters 
“were a big mistake ... we blew it.” He 
said the congressmen’s names have now 
been removed from the envelopes. 
GROUNDED - The Labor Depart­ 
ment is preparing a major case against 
the giant Boeing Company charging age

Labor investigators 
believe that when setbacks in the air­ 
craft industry caused massive layoffs, 
Boeing first released hundreds of older 
workers to save millions of dollars in 
salaries.

Unusual togetherness! 


The response was phenomenal to a 
proposal for formation of an organiza­ 
tion for water purveyors that have sub­ 
scribed for portions of the county’s en­ 
titlement of state project water. 
Thirteen of the 14 subscribers sent 
representatives to the form ation 
meeting recently in 
Santa Ynez. Consider­ 
ing the division on the 
subject of water, that 
kind of singleness of 
purpose is unusual. It 
should be noted that 
the only entity that did 
not send a represen­ 
tative was Mission 
Hills Water Co. 
The new organiza­ 
tion is named Water 
Purveyor’s 
Council. 
Members have been 
called to a meeting Thursday in Santa 
Ynez. 
In the simplest of terms, the organiza­ 
tion will help negotiate "...terms and 
conditions of a proposed contract 
between each of the parties hereto and 
the appropriate Santa Barbara County 
governmental entity for a supplemental 
supply of water...” 
A constitution which has been submit­ 
ted, carefully skirts the issue of ad­ 
vocacy. The assumption is that the en­ 
tities have indicated a desire to get 
delivery of state water and if voters see 
it that way, a contract for payment will 
have to be drawn up. Authorities are 
aiming at an election in November of 
next year for a yes or no on proceeding 
with the state project delivery. 
That could be an interesting election 
ballot. At the moment it could have the 
county split on it and several other key 
questions. 


This reporter has no hard statistics at 
his fingertips on the number of "runs” 
by county fire department units and am­ 
bulance units in the north county, over 
last weekend, but the list seems endless. 
It's not often that newspapers get in­ 
volved in runs that are labeled, "rescue” 
but occasionally the extent of the ac­ 
tivity cries for attention. There must 
have been 30 or 40 runs, to accident 
scenes, private homes, mainly for such 
purposes as inhalator rescues and to 
such public events as a high school foot­ 
ball game (New Cuyama). 


One of the first "big” events that came 
to the attention of this reporter in 1967 
when he arrived in Lompoc with his 
family was the effort by the Lompoc Soil 
Conservation District board of directors 
to improve Miguelito Channel. Now, 
more than a decade later it’s nearing 
fulfillment 
The district, now named 
Lompoc Resource Conservation District 
will hold a special meeting Thursday 


morning in Lompoc to review landscap­ 
ing plans for the channel improvement. 
But, please note the price tag on the total 
improvement: 
$12 million-plus com­ 
pared to $5 million or $6 million a decade 
ago. 
As readers may know, Miguelito Chan­ 
nel runs along Olive Avenue from O 
Street to V Street and thence north to 
Santa Ynez River. Hie channel was built 
in the early 1950s to capture the flood 
waters of the Miguelito Creek and pre­ 
vent the periodic flooding that used to in­ 
undate west Lompoc Valley. 
One of the guiding forces that has 
carried the campaign for improvement 
all the way from the beginning is Max 
Wilson, longtime president of the 
resource district. 


The new Lompoc Municipal Court that 
will be under construction and probably 
occupied in a year, is coming not a mo­ 
ment too soon. In recent months the 
courtroom and the lobby of the county 
building have been wall-to-wall people 
and it gets worse each passing day. A 
jury trial for example brings a panel of 
as many as 60 persons. That’s 60 persons 
milling around the courtroom entrance 
until the jury is selected and the surplus 
is dismissed. Add to that the witnesses 
and others who have to be present and 
you get a veritable crowd scene. 
As most readers may know the new 
building will have a new courtroom, and 
some ancilliary facilities such as jury

WASHINGTON - At the height of the 
scuffle over the Carter energy bill in the 
Senate, muffled cries of "bring back 
Mike" could be heard. For 15 years Mike 
Mansfield of Montana was majority 
leader. When he announced last year that 
he would not seek re-election to a fifth 
term in the Senate the 
su ccession to the 
leadership was up in 
the air. 
The frontrunner 
was Sen. Robert C. 
Byrd of West Virginia 
who had served as 
majority whip for six 
years. A close runner- 
up was Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey of Min­ 
nesota The showdown 
in the D em ocratic 
C on feren ce cam e 
after Humphrey’s first bout with surgery 
for cancer last October and when he 
returned to the Senate his first act was to 
phone Byrd and tell him he was 
withdrawing in the interest of harmony 
and a unanimous vote. 
Mansfield, who served longer as 
majority leader than anyone in the 
history of the Senate, was criticized for 
being too kind and gentle. He lacked the 
iron, or so his critics said, to direct an 
unwieldy body as rife with dissension as 
a cave full of bobcats. 
The same 
criticism can 
never be 
leveled against Bobby Byrd. He has been 
tough, stem, and, in the opinion of 
liberals in the Senate, often ruthless 
The crunch came when, with Vice 
President Walter Mondale in the chair at 
Byrd’s insistence. Majority Leader Byrd 
squashed the filibuster against the 
Carter energy bill that had been going on 
for 12 days It was an historic moment in 
the annals of the Democratic party. 
Whether the scars it may have left 
behind will further handicap the Carter 
administration in dealing with the 
Congress is the doubt 
Byrd talks frankly about his role. As 
the filibuster wore on. led by Sens. 
Howard Metzenbaum of Ohio and James 
Abourezk of South Dakota, he was faced 
with the alternative of cutting it off or 
getting no energy bill passed by the 
Senate. He had been put on notice that 
Sen. Sam Nunn of Georgia intended to in­ 
troduce a motion to recommit the bill to 
committee and thereby in all probability 
insure its demise. 
Under the Metzenbaum-Abourezk 
direction, 125 quorum calls and 25 roll 
calls on a variety of cooked-up amend­ 
ments had consumed the time of the 
Senate. On that fateful Monday morning 
Byrd challenged more than 25 additional 
amendments and Mondale sustained the 
challenges It was clockwork, each one 
clicked off in two minutes or so. 
Sure, says Byrd, we didn’t allow any 
appeal from those rulings, Each one 
would have taken an hour or more ar.d 


that would add up to a day and a half. 
There wasn’t time. 
Discussing his job, Byrd points out that 
several times in the past he has been 
able to shut down filibusters by those 
professional filibustered Sens. James 
Allen of Alabama and Jesse Helms of 
North Carolina. You never heard the 
liberals complaining then. Serving as 
whip while Mansfield was majority 
leader, Byrd often wielded the knife to 
get legislation moving through a log jam. 
So the Senate passed a deregulation 
amendment 50 to 46 despite all the warn­ 
ings from Carter and others that it would 
cost consumers billions of dollars. 
Inevitably after that the energy bill was 
passed and Senate conferees are now 
haggling with conferees from the House, 
which passed a measure more to the lik­ 
ing of the Administration. 
Byrd has had to cope with the inex­ 
perience of the White House staff on con­ 
gressional relations and the Carter habit 
of sending up great sweeping proposals 
with little advance consultation and with 
only slight input from the Congress. He 
has had the bad luck in losing the help 
and counsel of Humphrey at a critical 
time. 
When Humphrey phoned Byrd to tell 
him of his withdrawal from the 
leadership contest he went on to say that 
he wanted to do everything in his power 
to help him become a successful leader. 
Since Humphrey — more than anyone in 
the Senate — can bridge the differences 
between liberals and conservatives, that 
help would have been important. Part of 
the tragedy of Humphrey's desperate il­ 
lness is that he was out of circulation at a 
critical time. 
The warm glow of his reception when 
he returned was a mark of the esteem in 
which he is held. Despite his pluck, his 
sheer grit, the contribution he can still 
make is uncertain. 
Bringing back Mike, well, that is sl­ 
ightly visionary. When he left the Senate 
the president named him ambassador to 
Japan. The work in Tokyo is far, far 
from the boil and bubble of the Senate 
cauldron. He is enjoying his new life in a 
post of first importance. 
Byrd passes out a two-page list of the 
accomplishments of the Congress But 
there is no disguising the uneasy 
relationship between the president and 
the leadership in the Senate.
